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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant indicates that Fyfe reference does 
not teach per claim 1 limitation, incorporating the "communication interfaces", including a communication interface selecting section which 
selects a communication interface via the mobile communication terminal transmits data, from plurality of communication interfaces. In 
response, per col. 3 lines 1-22, the mobile unit scans control channels and identifying strongest signals and extracting identification data, 
and attempt to match data stored in the first NAM, if match exist that NAM is selected and used for communication (refer to Final rejection 
argument). Also applicant indicates that Fyfe does not teach a communication interface identification address for identifying the selected 
communication interface. In response, refer to col. 4 lines 42-54, NAM priority directory has a first set of fields 42 for storing NAM 
identification codes or NAM ID and second set for storing assigned priority in association with NAM ID code, The NAM priority directory 
cross reference each NAM32 with a priority ranking. Therefore, the NAM priority determines the order in which the mobile unit examines 
the NAMs for a match, once the communication interface address is matched with data stored, that NAM is used for communication. It is 
interpreted that the NAM address/ID is the communication interface identification address and not the internal NAM address (terminal 
address). Per claim 3, applicant indicates that Raviv reference does not teach incorporating a communication interface identification 
address and a mobile communication terminal having a plurality of communication interfaces. In response, refer to paragraph 0253, 
0257,288, where the mobile device has at least a home network and a service network, which may be linked to multiple home networks fig 
7, ref. 780.1 to 780.n and multiple service networks ref. 790.1 to 790.n, Paragraph 257, properties that may be stored in the database for a 
given mobile device include; service profile, visited network name, visited network location, home network address, visted network address 
and service network address.. etc.. 
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
